Saxe, 
who have introduced identical hills 
providing for tho M assachusetts bal­ 
lot w ith a few m inor 
am endm ents. 
Tho leaders in tho fight 
are from 
widely divergent political 
schools— 
D ana being the leader of the New 
York Progressive Republicans, while 
Saxe is one of the 
legal lights of 
Tam m any Hall. 
On the M assachusetts 
ballot the 
nam es of the candidates appear in al­ 
phabetical order under tile titles of 
the respective offices. 
T he circles 
are done away w ith and tile only way 
a m an can vote a straight ticket is 
to place a cross before Hie nam e of 
each of the nominees 
of bis party. 
C andidates m o 
also 
forbidden 
to 
have their nam es printed more than 
once. 
In speaking of Aho 
advan­ 
tages of the M assachusetts 
system 
today, Senator Saxe said: 
“Some tim e ago I subm itted to over

each one of them to state how each 
of the four ballot^ should be counted.
